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AN EDITORIAL 


The 17 ballot propositions 
and our recommendations 


Seventeen propositions will appear 
en the November ballot. To vote intelli- 
gently on these proposals this newspa- 
per has summarized our recommenda- 
tions so that voters will not be casting 
their ballots on just the title of the pro- 
position. 

Our analysis and editorial position 
on each proposition follows: 


PROPOSITION 1-A — CONSTITU- 
TIONAL REVISION (YES) 

This measure, the first to come from 
the Constitutional Revision Commis- 
sion. would improve and strengthen 
the provisions of the State Constitu- 
tion relating to the separation of the 
Executive. Legislative, and Judicial 
branches of state government, their 
powers and operations. It also would 
shorten the Constitution by some 16.- 
000 words. 

The most significant changes pro- 
posed by the measure are those affect- 
ing the legislature. 

First, it would require annual ses- 
sions. unlimited as to length and sub- 
ject matter, to replace the present cum- 
bersome system of general sessions in 
odd-numbered years, and limited bud- 
get sessions in even-numbered years. 

Second, the measure would elimin- 
ate the existing constitutional provi- 
sion setting legislators’ salaries. The 
power to fix the amount would be 
transferred to the legislature, subject 
to: (a) passage of the necessary statute 
by a two-thirds vote by each house; 
(b) limitation of the increase to not 
more than 5 per cent for each year aft- 
er the last raise; and (c) delay in effec- 
tiveness of any increase until the 
start of the next regular session after 
the general election which follows en- 
actment of the necessary bill. 

Proposition 1-A requires the legisla- 
ture to enact conflict of interest which 
applies to its members. The proposi- 
tion also would add several addition- 
al state-elected officials to the list of 
those who can be impeached by the 
assembly and tried by the senate. 

Changes relating to the executive 
department proposed by 1-A are re- 
latively few. It would lower the age 
requirement for the governorship to 
21 years and provide new provisions 
to determine succession to the gover- 
norship in emergencies and to estab- 
lish temporary disability when neces- 
sary. Technical changes in the gover- 
nor’s pardon and clemency powers are 
also proposed. 

With respect to the judicial depart- 
ment, 1-A would first require that any 
superior or municipal court judge 
seeking another elective office must 
take a leave of absence without pay 
during his campaign. Any judge 
charged with a felony. or recommend- 
ed for removal by the Judicial Quali- 
fications Commission, must be auto- 
matically suspended from office. 

The overall changes in the revision 
of the first third of the constitution are 
of extreme importance and beneficial 
to every citizen in the state and we 
heartily endorse passage of this 
amendment and recommend a YES 
vote on Proposition 1-A.

PROPOSITION 1 — PUBLIC RE- 
TIREMENT FUNDS. (YES) 


This measure would permit the leg- 
islature to enact a law to authorize 
the investment of up to 25 per cent of 
the assets of a public retirement fund, 
other than the State Teachers’ Retire- 
ment Fund, in common stock, and not 
to exceed 5 per cent of the assets of 
such a fund in preferred stock. of any 
corporation which meets the condi- 
tions specified in the measure. 

Briefly, it will improve an obsolete, 
94-year-old law that impedes a busi- 
nesslike approach to management of 
public retirement funds. 

The measure has the unanimous ap- 
proval of the state assembly, state sen- 
ate, labor unions, chambers of com- 
merce, taxpayers associations, finan- 
cia! leaders and the state’s newspa- 
pers. 

We support passage of this proposi- 
tion and recommend a YES vote.

PROPOSITION 2 — _ §$230,000,000 
BOND ISSUE FOR STATE COLLEGE 
AND UNIVERSITY FACILITIES. (YES) 

This proposition calls for approval 
by the voters of a $230,000,000 issue of 
general obligation state bonds. 

Proceeds from their sale will be used 
entirely for the construction, equip- 
ment. and site acquisition needs of the 
university and the state college sys- 
tem. The junior colleges are not to 
receive funds under this program. 

A YES vote will provide the class- 
rooms and laboratories needed to 
house the wave of college-age stu- 
dents now filling California's colleges 
and university systems.

PROPOSITION 3 — OPEN SPACE 
‘CONSERVATION THROUGH LEGIS- 
LATIVE RESTRICTIONS ON USE. (NO) 

This measure, if approved, would 
authorize the legislature to specify the 
basis upon which “open space lands.” 
as defined by the legislature. shall be 
valued for prop: rty tax purposes. 


lt would provide that when any such 
lands are restricted, by restrictions 
specified by the legislature, to use for 
recreation. enjoyment of scenic beau- 
ty. use of natural resources. or produc- 
tion of food or fiber, such lands would 
be valued for assessment purposes on 
the basis determined by the legislature 
to be consistent with such restrictions 
and use. 

All assessors would be required to 
assess open space lands only on the 
basis of such restrictions and use and 
would be prohibited from considering 
any factors relating to the value of 
such lands other than those specified 
by the legislature. 

It is the opinion of this newspaper 
that Proposition 3 would give the leg- 
islature a blank check to be filled in 
with whatever definitions and restric- 
tions the lawmakers choose. 

There would be no review by the 
electorate of statutes that conceivably 
might grant a highly lucrative tax shel- 
ter to land speculators. 

We agree that there is a definite 
need for the maintaining and preser- 
vation of open land space but the leg- 
islature first should enact laws clearly 
setting forth the conditions for the new 
assessments including requirements 
that land so benefited be dedicated to 
open use for a prescribed period. Pen- 
alties must be specified for those land- 
owners who {ail to meet the restric- 
tions. 

Four years ago this newspaper op- 
posed a similar measure then known 
as Preposition 4. The electorate con- 
curred and the proposition was defeat- 
ed. 

We do not stand alone this year in 
opposing Proposition 3. The Los An- 
qeles Times has also stated its editori- 
al opposition to passage of this meas- 
ure. We agree also with the Times 
that a constitutional amendment simi- 
lar to Proposition 3 is deserving of sup- 
port once all the details are clearly 
specified in acceptable statues. 

Until then we, too, regretfully re- 
commend a NO vote on Proposition 3.

PROPOSITION 4 — INDEBTEDNESS 
OF LOCAL AGENCIES. (YES) 

This proposition would lower the re- 
quired 66 2/3 per cent vote required 
for passage of school bond issues to 
60 per cent. In the past two years, 58 
elections in California saw the voters 
approve proposed bonds but because 
they fell short of the necessary two- 
thirds vote the school bonds failed. 

The two-thirds vote is rule by min- 
ority. It also is obsolete. It serves only 
an obstructive purpose in preventing 
public improvements necessary in a 
progressive community. 

We urge a YES vote on Proposition 4.

PROPOSITION 5 — PROPERTY TAX- 
ATION: RELIEF IN EVENT OF DIS- 
ASTER. (NO) 

This proposed constitutional amend- 
ment would grant the legislature pow- 
er to authorize local taxing agencies 
to assess or re-assess after the lien 
date (March 1 of each year) taxable 
proverty which is damaged or de- 
stroyed by a major misfortune or ca- 
lamity and which is located in an area 
later proclaimed by the governor to be 
a disaster area. 

While this proposition may “sound 
good” it is another case of special tax 
treatment —in effect, another tax ex- 
emption which further erodes the tax 
base. 

It also would be discriminatory in 
that it would afford different treatment 
for persons similarly situated. For ex- 
ample, a person who is not in a pro- 
claimed disaster area is subject to nor- 
ma! taxes when his property is dam- 
aged or destroyed by an “Act of God.” 

Further. a considerable portion of 
losses in “disaster areas” are recover- 
able by insurance and/or damage 
claims. Proposition 5 would place an 
unfair burden on taxpayers who would 
have to pay the costs of the exemption 
through increased taxes on their prop- 
erties. We theréfore, recommend this 
amendment. Proposition 5, be defeated 
by voting NO.

PROPOSITION 6 — LEGISLATIVE 
PROCEDURE. (YES) 

This proposition, a nonpartisan pro- 
posal, would help abolish a relic of 
state government which now prevents 
the public from finding out why a gov- 
ernor has vetoed legislation which has 
passed the legislature during the last 
10 days of a general session. 

The State Constitution now allows a 
governor to merely wait for 30 days 
after adjournment of a legislative gen- 
eral session and kill bills by “pocket 
veto” without any explanation to any- 
one. The file in the governor's office 
on a “pocket vetoed” bill is kept con- 
fidential and the information in it is 
not available to you as a citizen. nor 
to the news sources, nor is it available 
to the legislature or any legislator. 

This system of secrecy is contrary to 
public policy in California which de- 
mands that actions of public officials 
which affect the public are the pub- 
lic’s business. 

The citizens of California have the

Top contest of year 


Scots- Cavaliers homecoming 
game to decide league title

at Highland Field in a game 
that should decide the San An- 
tonio League football champion- 
ship. 

Double suspense is added to 
the contest as this is Upland’s 
homecoming game and the High- 
landers have never wona home- 
coming match. Last year lowly 
Bonita tied the SAL champs 20- 
20 in the homecoming tilt. 

Currently, Montclair is lead- 
ing the league with a perfect J- 
0 record while Upland is next 
with two wins and a tie. 

Last week the Highlanders 


ran past a weak Bonita team 
23-0 while Montclair polished 
off Claremont 26-14, 

The biggest test of the up- 
coming game will be Monte 
clair’s blitzing offense against 
Upland’s defense, but the High- 
landers have the most bruising 


rushing game in the league while 
the Cavaliers are no slouches on 
defense. 


Upland coach Jack Frostsaid 
Montclair has a well-balanced

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$23,000 investment

Legal experts this week were 
of the opinion that a court battle 
probably will develop over the 
“emergency’’ ordinance regu. 
lating land use in C-«4 zoned 
land passed Thursday, Oct, 20, 
by the City Council, 

The bone of contention is 
whether or not the ordinance is 
discriminatory against a proe 
posed tavern, The Tender Trap; 
located diagonally across from 
Upland High School, 

The Tender Trap formally 
applied for an on-sale general 
liquor license from the State 
Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Board and passed the 30-day 
protest period, The proprie- 
tors, listed as Central Liquors, 
Inc., Louls H, Zeiden, presle 
dent, have invested a reported 
$23,000 in remodeling the bull- 
ding at 617 W, Foothill Blvd,, in 
the Alpha Beta shopping center. 

A score of citizens in the 
neighborhood of San Antonio 
Avenue, northof Foothill Boule. 
vard, raised a storm of proe 
test when they discovered a ta- 
vern was to open near the high 
school and carried their com. 
plaint to the City Council, The 
Counell then passed the ‘emer. 
gency’’ measure. 

George H, Dennett, licensing 
supervisor of the ABC board in 
San Bernardino, said the tavern 
has complied with all State 
requiations, although a license 
has not yet been issued, 

The supervisor said also that 
the ABC legal department has a 
copy of the city’s interim ordi. 
nance and is checking It to de~ 
termine the State’s position on 
issuance of the liquor license. 

What the City’s interim ordi. 
nance has done is suspend the 
norma) procedure for applicae 


tion for business Iicenses in 
C-4, highway commercial 
zones, for 90 days, 

Applicants for a C4 goned 
business license must now ree 
quest a hearing before the City 
Council, The Council then ape 
proves or denies the license, 

The action was taken, ace 
cording to Council members, 
to give the city time to ree 
evaluate some of Upland’s to. 
ning regulations and perhaps 
make changes in accordance 
with Counell desires, 

The biggest question is the 
location af The Tender Trap, 
The Upland Parents-Citizens 
Committee feels it is too close 
to Upland High School, although 
the distance ts outside the 600. 
foot minimum distance set by 
the state, The Council, however, 
belleves the decision rests with 
the city, 

The ABC hasn't yet decided 
whether or not to grant the lle

Salvation Army's 
$525,000 bid tops 
for Upland College 


Upland will join the ranks of 
New York, Atlanta, Chicago and 
San Francisco as an education 
and conference center for the 
Salvation Army ifthe “Army's” 
$525,000 top bid at the public 
auction of Upland College, 
Tuesday, Oct, 25, Is accepted 
by the school’s Board of Truse 
tees, 

In a telephone statement re- 
leased Tuesday afternoon, 
Commissioner Willlam J, Pare 
kins, western territorial com. 
mander of the Salvation Army 
in Los Angeles, said the cole 
lege’s facilities will be used 
as an educational center for the 
13 Western states including A- 
laska and Hawall. The Army 
presently has such centers 
operating in the citles listed 
above. 

Purchase of the 46-year-old 
college will not be final, howe 
ever, until the Board of Truse 
tees, headed by Maynard Book, 
gives its approval, 

Before the auction began, 
Marsh Dovar, of Marsh Dozar 
Auctioneers, emphasized that 
the Board was not obligated to 
accept the highest bid and that 
it desired to see the college go 
to an institution which would 
carry on the same Christian 
principles on which the school 
was founded,

Anything which is injurious 
to health, or is indecent or of- 
fensive to the senses, or anobe 
struction to the free use of pro- 
perty, so as to interfere with 
the comfortable enjoyment of 
life or property or unlawfully 
obstructs the free passage or 
use, in the customary manner 
of any public park, street, al- 
leyway, highway, or other pube 
lic easement is a nuisance. 

Section 5400.1. Public Nui- 
sance. 

A public nuisance is one which 
affects at the same time an ene 
tire community or neighbor- 
hood, or any considerable nume 
ber of persons, although the exe 
tent of the annoyance or damage 
inflicted upon individuals may 
be unequal. The following are 
specifically declared to be nule 
sances and it is not intended by 
this enumeration to exclude the 
designation of other conditions 
as nuisances.

(c) Any vacant, unoccupied 
or abandoned building or struce 
ture which is not reasonably 
secured against entry by chile 
dren and any of the members 
of the public or which constie 
tutes a fire hazard or is other- 
wise dangerous to human life 
by reason of inadequate main- 
tenance, dilapidation or its abe 
sence. 

(d) Wrecked or otherwise 
disabled or abandoned vehicles, 
except in cases of emergency, 
stored anywhere other than 
within a fully enclosed space, 
earport, garage (public or prie 
vate) or an approved automo.

Proponents of unification 
point to economies arising from 
being able to employ better 
supervisory employees and 
having less duplication of jobs 
and facilities, 


Opponents point to greater 
State control, loss of autonomy 
for local communities, loss of 
community identity and a lower 
morale among school em- 
ployees, They also point, not 
without some reason, to the 
possibility of waste developing 
{na larger system, 


It is my own feeling that 
school districts should be en 
couraged to unify in those situ} 
ations where savings can be 
realized through increased ef- 
ficiency and a better job of 
education can be done through 
better personnel and better 
equipment made possible by a 
larger system, 


I believe some of the harsher 
coercive features of our pres- 
ent laws should be softened so 
that a local community can« 
not be forced into unification 
against its will and so that the 
maximum degree of community 
identity can be maintained con- 
sistent with doing a good job of 
education, 


To accomplish this requires 
careful study and a great deal 
more careful legal draftsman« 
ship than have been applied to 
the problem up to this point.

(Continned From Page 1) 
right to know by full disclosure what 
goes on in state government and the 
“pocket veto” is a denial of that right. 
We recommend a YES on Proposi- 


tien B, 
& * * 
PROPOSITION 7 — COMPENSA- 
TION OF COUNTY OFFICERS. (NO) 


A “no” vote on this proposition is @a- 
sential to protect the people of Cali- 
fornia and .particularly more than two- 
thirds of our citizens who live in 11 
chartered counties, including San Ber- 
nardino County. The measure would 
provide that boards of supervisors fix 
their own salaries rather than the leg- 
islature. 

If this proposition were to pass, those 
persons living in chartered counties, 
such as San Bernardino County, would 
not be able to use the referendum to 
correct runaway salaries of their su- 
pervisors. 

Under the present system, the coun- 
ty Grand Jury recommends to the leg- 
islature the salaries of some key offi- 
cers in the county. 

This system should be retained and 
we urge a NO vote on Proposition 7.

PROPOSITION 8 — INSURANCE 
COMPANIES; HOME OF PRINCIPAL 
OFFICE DEDUCTION. (YES) 

Approval of this amendment would 
add approximately $1 million annually 
to the state's general fund by adjust- 
ing the tax formula for insurance com- 
panies in California. 

Thia measure would limit the existing 
property tax “exemption” for the 
“home offices” of foreign insurance 
companies immediately, and for those 
of domestic companies at later speci- 
fied dates, Under the existing constitu- 
tional provisions insurance companies 
pay an annual gross premium tax on 
premiums received. 

Against the amount of this tax. they 
are now given full credit for the prop- 
erty taxes paid on their home offices, 
as defined by law. However, many 
companies have built large office 
buildings as home offices, but occupy 
only a portion of their space and so 
benefit inequitably from full credit for 
taxes on them. 

Our editorial recommendation is a 
YES vote on Proposition 8.

PROPOSITION 9 ~— VETERAN'S 
TAX EXEMPTION FOR BLIND VET- 
ERANS. (YES) 

This proposition would correct the 
inadvertent omission of approximate- 
ly 50 totally blind war veterans from 
property tax exemption benefits given 
all other veterans permanently dia- 
abled trom service-connected injuries. 

A “yes” vote would authorize the 
legislature to exempt from local prop- 
erty taxes not more than $5.000 of the 
value of a home of a blind veteran. 
Equity and justice would be served in 
passace of this amendment. 

We urge a YES vote on Proposition 
9.

PROPOSITION 10 — LOANS OF 
PUBLIC FUNDS. (NO) 

This measure would qive the legisla- 
ture specific authority to provide, with. 
out reaard to constitutional limitations, 
interest-free loans of public funds for 
the purpose of financing the repair, 
restoration or replacement of private 
property damaged or destroyed in an 
area declared to be in a state of dis- 
aster by the governor. 

This proposed amendment opens the 
door for large scale expenditures of 
public funds never before authorized 
to repair private property, which can 
and should be protected by insurance. 

It also might lead a politically-mind- 
ed governor to declare an area a dis- 
aster area when in fact it was not. 

We recommend a NO vote on Pro- 
norition 10,

PROPOSITION 11 — BOXING AND 
WRESTLING CONTESTS. (YES) 

This proposition would amend an 
initiative act of 1924 dealing with box- 
ing and wrestling. It is a noncontro- 
versial measure and from a practical 
standpoint makes no significant or ma- 
terial change affecting boxing or 
wrestling in this state. 

The State Athletic Commission 
agrees with this conclusion. 

No opposition has been expressed 
to the measure and we recommend a

PROPOSITION 12 — COUNTY AS. 
SESSMENT APPEALS BOARDS. (YES) 

Proposition 12 would authorize any 
county to create a board to act as a 
board of equalization for taxable prop- 
erty in that county. The name “tax ap- 
peals board” would be changed to 
“assessment appeals board” and this 
body would handle functions presently 
assumed by the county boards of su- 


pervisors except in counties of 400,000 
or more more presently authorized to 
have appeals boards. Many taxpayers 
in counties of less than 400,000 dosire a 
forum other than the county board of 
supervisors to hear assesement ap- 
peoala. 

The Property Tax Reform Law of 
1966 will bring about more assessment 
appeala than ever before, thereby 
creating the need for an appeals 
board. Further, county boards of su- 
pervisors, burdened by a continuing 
expansion of duties. should be relieved 
of auch time-consuming functions as 
hecring assessment appeals. 

We recommend a YES vote on Pro- 
position 10,

PROPOSITION 13 — PROPERTY 
TAX STATEMENT. (YES) 


This amendment removes from the 
conatitution the requirement that the 
legislature sha!l reauire each taxpayer 
to file an annual property sictement 
showing all real and personal proporty 
owned, possessed or contro'led by him 
as of noon on the first Monday in 
March. 

Approval of this measure would rot 
repeal the statutory provisions relct- 
ing to property statements. It would 
remove an unused section from the 
constitution. one which if enforced 
would be an unjustifiable harassment 
of the taxpayer. 

We recommend a YES vote on Pro- 
position 13.

PROPOSITION 14 — PERSONAL 
INCOME TAXES. (YES) 

Proposition 14 would permit the leg- 
islature to adopt federal income tax 
laws, as far as practical, for applica- 
tion to our own state income tax re- 
porting and collecting. Californians 
would be allowed to use calculations 
for their federal income tax report in 
their state tax form. 

Under present law, taxpayers per- 
form all of the arithmetic necessary to 
prepare federal tox returns and then 
qo through the same process for the 
state tax return, Proposition 14 would 
not give away the power to make nec- 
essary chances in state tax laws in 
the future. It is aimed solely at easing 
— and checking — state income tax 
forms by eliminating differences be- 
tween the two means of calculation.

PROPOSITION 15 — ELIGIBILITY 
TO VOTE. (NO) 

This measure provides that the edu- 
cational requirement for voting would 
not be applicable to anyone who on 
June 27. 1952, was SO years old anda 
resident of the U.S, for 20 years. 

Historically, the California Constitu- 
tion has required a minimal degree of 
literacy as a condition of voting. The 
ability to read and write in English is 
of great importance today when a vot- 
er must evaluate qualifications of can- 
didates as well as many complex bal- 
lot issues. 

We recommend a NO vote on Pro- 
position 15.

PROPOSITION 16 — OBSCENITY 
(NO) 

At first glance the title of this pro- 
position, “Obscenity.” is sufficient to 
cause consternation, However, it is 
not the ballot title but the 2,000 words 
or so of actual text of the measure 
which has caused a flood of opposition 
from leaders in law enforcement, legal 
experts, and church groups. 

Those who have studied the fine 
print are aware of the dangers and 
patent unconstitutionality of the meas- 
ure. 

Councils representing major Protest- 
ant denominations have already ca!led 
for the defeat of this initiative. These 
Protestant groups have now been 
joined by the Sacramento Diecese of 
the Catholic Church, The “Catholic 
Herald,” official publication of the dio- 
cese, views the measure as “a positive 
threat to the basic human freedoms of 
our society.” It decries the fact that so 
many joined in promoting the measure 
without really knowing all that it in- 
volves. 

There are those who emphasize that 
there must be effective laws to control 
amut. There should be. However, this 
ill-advised measure would strip us of 
legal protections, deny due process of 
law, permit prior restraints and search 
and seizure without warrants. In short. 
we could be subjected to the whims of 
men who may not have the haziest 
idea of law. 

To vote intelligently on this proposal 
it is necessary to peruse not just the 
title on the ballot but the actual lang- 
uage of the measure together with 
analyses by some of the best legal 
minds in the state. 

The consensus appears to be that a 
vote for the initiative will hamper rath- 
er than aid the war on smut and will 
be a vote to surrender basic freedoms. 

We STRONGLY urge defeat of this 
amendment and a NO vote 
on Prevention 16.
